Hampton and Georgica discussing old times. 


PRESIDENT OBAMA SPEAKS 

President Obama visited Hamptons Subway last 
Tuesday and spoke to the staff of the subway 
system in the Hamptons Subway building in 
Hampton Bays at noon, after a guided tour of the 
subway system aboard a regular train (though 
in a private subway car) by Commissioner 
Aspinall. He noted that he was the first sitting 
President to make an official visit to Hamptons 
Subway and he said this meant the Hamptons 
Subway was becoming increasingly important 
to American foreign policy makers and also to 
businessmen, who he would be urging to make 
bigger investments in the system. He pointed 
out a crack in a window in the room where he 
was speaking, the. company cafeteria, as an 
example of how the public sector and private 
sector in America, working together, could aid 
the long neglected Hamptons Subway system. 
He was roundly applauded by the subway 
employees and given a special subway token 
good for any service on the system anytime 
for the rest of his life. A lunch was then served 
Gell-O mold and Orangeade) and the President 
sat with his relatives, many of whom work for 
the subway but who had not seen him in years. 
Obama said he’d see more of them when he 
was out of office. One relative replied—don’t 
be a stranger.” Out front on Ponquogue Avenue, 
meanwhile, marchers carried signs protested 
the President for speaking in what is in fact the 
only building in North America ever designed 
by Albert Speer, the famous Nazi architect for 
Hitler during World War II. 


CRAZY TRAIN 

Surprisingly, only a few people noticed the 
strange-looking westbound subway train pulling 
into the East Hampton station last Monday 
at 3:32 p.m. It was sprayed with graffiti; a sign 
on the front read “K Train to Pasadena” (there 
is no K Train, and no train goes to Pasadena), 
and the signs on both sides also read “K Train 
to Pasadena.” It came to a halt, the crowds 
pressed forward, boarded it and it headed 
out toward Bridgehampton. The subway train 
was redone as part of a scientific experiment 
that researchers from the University of 
Pennsylvania were conducting to see if people 
would take notice of something odd. They 
did not. They talked to one another, texted 


or read Dan’s Papers as they got on, and then 
the motorman running the train, all excited, 
forgot to stop in Bridgehampton but instead 
went through that station to Water Mill, 
which did get people riled up. A research 
paper about this will appear in the Journal 
of Psychiatric Behavior next April. Hamptons 
Subway regrets using its straphangers as 


guinea pigs this one time, but the university 
paid us a lot.

The Hamptons Subway closes down for 
maintenance every night at 2 a.m., but on 
Saturday nights until Labor Day, there will be 
one late night special train westbound one way 
out of Montauk at 3 a.m. for all the partygoers 
too drunk to drive. Maintenance will step aside 
to let it through. All passengers will be required 
to show the sickness bag Hamptons Subway 
provides them as they board. Tickets will be 
$50, because the train will have to be hosed 
down when it returns to the subway yards.

MONTAUK DAY CAMPER HEADACHES 

Residents of Montauk who are upset about 
this summer’s exploding population of day 
campers in the seaside hamlet vented their 
displeasure at last Tuesday evening’s municipal 
meeting. The crowd of people assembled to 
demand action became so large that police 
were called to maintain order. For the most 
part, the residents’ complaints were based on 
what they say is the uncontrolled proliferation 
of summer camps in the area that are causing 
the hamlet to lose its traditional character. 
“The weekend evenings are fine,” explained 
one local who got up to speak. “That’s when 
all the 20-somethings come out to crowd the 
local bars and raise hell—we’re used to that. 
I mean, that’s what Montauk is for. But it’s 
the weekday mornings, with the big groups 
of kiddie campers carrying their sand pails 
down to the beach—you wouldn’t believe the 
noise. Try listening to that with a hangover!” 
Numerous residents echoed this complaint, 
noting that the traditional weekday morning in 
Montauk has always been observed as a quiet 
affair as residents attempt to sleep off last 
night’s revelry on a public bench, or, waking, 
gingerly walk to the local watering hole for 
their hair of the dog. Now they worry that the 
Montauk morning’s customary sick-ward hush is 
threatened by what one local called “screaming 
mobs of bouncy, healthy rug rats marauding 
through town in search of ice cream.” Officials 
promised to ask the children to keep a respectful 
silence until at least noon, and this seemed to 
satisfy the crowd, which soon dispersed to hit 
the bars. 


HARBOR PROTEST 

The passage of a moratorium on residential 
construction in Sag Harbor led to a protest 
gathering in the village on Thursday. Police 
were on hand to make sure that all laws were 
followed. An activist group calling itself Sell 
Sag Harbor organized the protest, saying that 
the new moratorium infringed on property 
owners’ inherent right to “sell out every last 
parcel of buildable land in Sag Harbor for the 
construction of large investment properties 
to sell to Russian oligarchs as places to park 
their money in low-risk, high-yield real estate.” 
Detlev Chekhov, a spokesman for Sell Sag 
Harbor, explained his groups position: “People 
still think of Sag Harbor as a residential village, 
even though it is plainly obvious that more 
than half of the village properties are not 
occupied by families, but are simply valuable 
investments that are safe options for people 
with lots of cash to hide—people who may be 
legally barred from other forms of investment 
because of corrupt ties to enemies of the United 
States. We aim to fight for these investors 
rights.” The protest ended peacefully. & —

Why Aren’t the Real Big Shots of Medicine at the Fundraisers?

TW his is the time of year when dozens of 


fundraisers take place in the Hamptons. - 


They are usually for medical nonprofits. They 


benefit labs that try to find a cure for cancer, . 


heart disease, stroke or leukemia. Often the head 
of the laboratory is honored at the fundraiser. 
And sometimes a particular scientist working at 
the lab is a co-honoree. A really good fundraiser 
will also have a celebrity as emcee or an 
entertainer to perform. 

- What I’ve noticed, however, is that here in 
this big name resort, you never get the doctors 
to come out who have had the diseases named 
after them. I’ve never been to a fundraiser where 
the guest of honor was Alzheimer, or Parkinson 
or Addison, all of whom, very famous, have 
discovered the disease and have had it named 
after them by colleagues. 

“Oh please, it was nothing.” 

“Yes it was. And we are naming this disease 
for you.” 

“Aw, shucks.” 

One would think that here at this first-class 
resort we'd have the first-class discoverers. But 
apparently not. 

I should imagine it would be very hard t 
be out in the world with a disease named 
after you. You discovered THAT? And what 
kind of legacy would he or she be leaving 


for the children? At school, they would be 
teased unmercifully. 

On the other hand, we don’t have the doctors 
in attendance who have had good things named 
for them. I am thinking, for instance, of Heimlich, 
who saved millions of lives by inventing his 
maneuver to stop choking. There is Sabin, who 
has a vaccine named for him. And there is the 
guy who developed the Epley maneuver, this 
way of getting yourself better from an attack 
of vertigo. You lie down on your back with 
your head turned sideways, wait, then turn 
sideways the other way and roll over onto your 
left hip, no the other hip, not that hip, then, oh 
forget it. The only Epley I know is the mayor of 
Southampton. And he’s probably not the Epley 
who invented the Epley maneuver, but if he 
is, he should stand up and tell us because it is 
something to be proud of. 

Back before people started naming diseases 
after themselves, or agreeing to allow others to 
name them after them, diseases and illnesses 
largely went by what they were called in Latin. 
There was bursitis, arthritis, hepatitis and so 
forth and so on. The term “itis” in Latin, | 
believe, translates to “disease of,” so bursitis 
means disease of the bursa, this cushiony 


thing that keeps bones from bumping into one 


another inside your body. 
Doctors use lots of different Latin terms 
when they announce your diagnosis. I think it’s 


just to impress people when they don’t know 
what the hell it is. There’s also phlebitis and 
bronchitis. | do wonder about Stenosis, which is 
a deterioration you can get in your spine. Was 
there a Dr. Stenosis who discovered that? Or 
was it something else in Latin. And what about 
Anorexia? Or Dr. Pneumonia? 

One time a few days after I came out from a 
long stay in a hospital, I got itchy bumps on my 
back and they told me it was Grover’s Disease, 
but it would be going away after a month, which 
it did. 

We don’t even have a Dr. Grover at any of 
these fundraisers, or any other Muppet. 

Someday, at the ultimate fundraiser in the 
Hamptons, I'd like to see all these good doctors 
get up front and wave to the crowd. From left to 
right, Dr. Heimlich, Dr. Epley, Dr. Sabin, maybe 
we could even get Dr. Koop and Dr. Salk if they 
are still around. 

Out back, meanwhile, in the food preparers’ 
tent with all the cooks and dishwashers running 
around amidst the pots and pans, we could 
have a bridge game going. 

“Three spades,” Dr. Parkinson says. 

“Four clubs,” says Dr. Alzheimer. 

Dr. Bell (from Bell’s Palsy) could be there, 
looking at the cards of the guy next to him, Dr. 
Addison. (JFK had Addison’s.) In folding chairs, 
Dr. Crohn and Dr. Grover sit silently. They will

We are not alone in the 
universe. And here it is, Pluto, our last planet, 
yet so close that we got there in just 11 years. 
You just want to reach out and kiss her. 

As a newspaperman interested in getting all 
the facts straight, I was filled with incredibly 
complicated emotions. I shared the joy of 
seeing Pluto. | felt amazement we got there. 
But I was angry at the press lying like this, 
encouraging this subterfuge about it being 
Pluto. And I was sad for Object 134340 having 
to silently go along with this fraud. It was being 
treated as a rock star. What about the other 
2,362,325,222 objects in the Kuiper Belt? Are we 
to fawn over them too when the time comes? 
No, we won't. Pluto was Pluto. 

Maybe there will come a day when the 
scientists will reverse themselves, saying, “All 
right, all right if you want an eighth planet 
out there, you voted, this is a democracy and 
majority wins.

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Craig Carton Helping Kids While Hanging in the Hamptons

ook over at the table next to you at La 

Parmigiana and the Southampton eatery 
just might provide a little unexpected dinner 
theater. That is, if Craig Carton and family 
happen to be there. 

“Even though ’m 46 years old and could 
buy dinner, my father still likes to order for 
everyone,” says Carton, who alongside NFL 
legend Boomer Esiason has made WFAN 660’s 
Boomer & Carton the top sports-radio talk show 
in New York. “I want the linguine and clams.’ 
‘You don’t want the linguine and clams.’ ‘No, I 
really do, and I’m going to get it.’ ‘No you’re not, 
you'll have the meatballs.” 


PEELE BS TREE ORR 
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Carton grew up in New Rochelle but his 
family laid the foundation for the shtick and 
their Hamptons ties during yearly visits when 
he was a kid, staying across the street from the 
then Lobster Inn, playing at Coopers Beach and 
soaking up summer. Decades later, Carton and 


his own kids return here to visit his parents, 


who now have their own place in Southampton. 
But when he comes out here on August 8, 
it’s to host a bigger get together—Hanging 
in the Hamptons, the first East End event 
for his Tic Top Stop Foundation, a nonprofit 
dedicated to improving the lives of kids with 
Tourette Syndrome. 

The private Sag Harbor residence of Marlowe 
and Eric Bamburger will host the night of food, 


drink, a backyard concert by Edwin McCain (“T'll 
Be”) and, with the irrepressible Carton on hand, 
a guaranteed good time raising money and 
awareness for the foundation, which started 
nearly three years ago from a very personal 
place. Two of Carton’s four children have 
Tourette’s, as does Carton himself, and 
“selfishly, | want my kids to stop ticing and 
twitching. You take away the radio, take away 
everything else, I’m just a father who wants the 
best for his kids.” 

And others like them, who need advocates, 
somebody fighting to find treatments and, one 
day, a cure. “We put together the foundation to 
raise money to do two things: One, investigate 
if we actually could create a product— 
noninvasive, nonpharmaceutical—that would 
help kids with tics and twitches associated 
with Tourette’s. Because what happens is, 
with most of the drugs they give, your kids 
become zombies, and I had no interest in 
that whatsoever.” : 

The foundation wound up developing a 
mouthpiece similar to one you'd use for sleep 
apnea or TMJ, which they have found to help 
control tics to varying degrees in children 
who use one. They have a patent pending, 
and research being closely followed by the 
FCC. “We're in the middle of a half-million 
dollar study at the University of Tennessee, 
and it’s the single most comprehensive clinical 
study ever done on Tourette’s. For a hundred 
years they've known Tourette’s exists, they 
don’t know what causes it, there’s 25 different 
genes that are involved, they don’t know 
what does what, and then we kind of come 
along, a little seat-or-your-pants action, and 
we come up with this mouthpiece that works. 
It doesn’t cure Tourette’s, it doesn’t make 
Tourette’s disappear, but it makes life better for 
people with it.” 

Monies raised by Tic Top Stop also support 
Camp Carton, a one-week sleep-away camp 
where every child has Tourette’s. “We 
underwrite every penny of it, and they get 
to experience what sleep-away camp is like 
without having to worry about the kid next door 
looking at him funny,” Carton says. “We're self- 
funded, we have no grants—though...” pause 
for effect and a smile, “we certainly would 
like one.” 

Hanging in the Hamptons will certainly 
provide another step in that direction, but also 
a chance for his family to come out to the East 
End and enjoy what they love about summer 
here, in Southampton in particular. 

“We go to Coopers Beach—I still go into 
that food boardwalk barefoot, which bothers | 
people,” he says, laughing. “The movie theater 
when it rains. We went for the first time last 
year to CMEE—that wasn’t there when I grew 
up, that was cool. The Southampton Inn has 
a great restaurant in the basement—we go 
there, too. And there’s nothing like walking in 
Southampton. My wife likes to go to Scoop and 
every other store there, and I like getting my ice 
cream with hot fudge, so it’s all good.”

Helicopters, Montauk, Dogs in Cafes, Donald Trump & Reading Aloud

ELICOPTER TRAFFIC HALTED TO EAST 
& HAMPTON AIRPORT 

President Obama has been able to accomplish 
something that East Hampton Town has not. 
As you may recall, a judge several weeks ago 
denied the Town’s attempt to stop all noisy 
helicopters from landing at the town’s airport. 
But for 24 hours this past Friday and Saturday 
not a single helicopter from the city came 
out to the Hamptons. The reason? President 
Obama was in town Friday afternoon through 
Saturday afternoon, going to a fundraiser, 
seeing a Broadway show and staying at a 
midtown Manhattan hotel. As a result, his 
security people called the FAA and had them 
ban all helicopter and private plane traffic out of 
Manhattan, LaGuardia and JFK to the Hamptons 
while he was here. So from 5:30 p.m. Friday to 
4:30 p.m. Saturday not a single chopper bearing 
a wealthy New Yorker came into East Hampton 
Airport or the chopper pad at Southampton. In 
a way, this was an interesting test to see if such 
a stoppage would be catastrophic or not. Well, 
it didn’t seem to dent commerce out here. The 
few people who take helicopters got out other 
ways. But it did result in those living near the 


airport to experience, as it was put, 24 hours of 
silent bliss. 


DOGS OKAY OUTSIDE 

It’s been 20 years since dogs were banished 
from restaurants. But this spring both the State 
Assembly and Senate passed a bill making it 
legal for dogs to be in outdoor cafés, including 
the outdoor parts of restaurants that have 
outdoor cafés. The bill requires that a café 
attached to a restaurant be accessible both 
from the main entrance to the restaurant, as 
well as from the street or parking area. The 
idea is that people who don’t want to be around 
dogs don’t have to be. Nobody with a dog will 
even pass through the inside of the restaurant. 
Not a paw will touch carpet. 

Many municipalities and states around the 
country have already passed new laws giving 
dogs rights to be in outdoor cafés. It’s not quite 
up there with transgender rights and rights 
to vote and rights to be gay and get married. 
Consider it one of those groundswells. After all, 
dogs are people, too. 

On the other hand, passing this bill has 
resulted in some confusion. This is because 
until now, there have been restaurants in this

area that DO allow dogs on the premises, 


in spite of the old law, and however that 
happens—maybe there’s chickens running 
around too—the ordinance inspector does not 
step in. Others have been letting people dine 
with their dogs in a café area, provided the 
diner leashes the dog to a bench or pole on the 
sidewalk a few steps away. Still others allow 
dogs at the tables, both indoor and out, as long 
as the dog is tiny and quiet. 

What people don’t know is that Governor 
Cuomo has not yet signed the bill into law. It has 
to be “sent” to the governor, which, at Albany 
speed, means it might take six weeks to travel a 
few hundred yards, so it actually might not go 
into effect during our outdoor café season. And 
after the governor “receives” the bill, he still 
has 30 days to decide whether to veto it. At this 
writing, the bill has not even been “sent.” I say 
have the Governor send his dog to the Capitol 
Building—I know he has a dog—and say “Fetch 
newspaper, go!” and watch how fast he can get 
it to him.

DONALD TRUMP

The one that didn’t last was a helicopter 
service. Trump helicopters ran as a regular 
service between New York City and East 
Hampton Airport for two years in the late 1980s. 
They were shiny, classy-looking, black affairs 


with the word TRUMP on the side in big gold 
letters. The choppers ran a full daily schedule 
for two summers. Then were gone. During this 
time, two airlines ran regularly scheduled twin- 
engine aircraft flights between East Hampton 
Airport and New York City, and then they 
abandoned regular service and became charter 
services there. 


MONTAUK NEWS 

The big news out of Montauk is that the 
police were everywhere last weekend. And 
they were out enforcing county and town 
laws that prevent overcrowding, noise, public 
drunkenness, lewdness and driving while 
intoxicated. I believe there will also need to 
be laws that prevent bars from being open all 
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night. There’s such a thing as “last call.” It’s 
going to be a huge effort to gain control of a 
situation that has spun out of control there, as 
was forcefully presented by 200 Montaukers at 
a town meeting last week. Nothing can prevent 
more people from coming out. But one certainly 
can help them to modify their behavior. 

I’m told some officers are stationed at 
the bars after midnight, and when they see 
someone stagger out and hop in their car and 
start it up, they intervene and check with their 
Breathalyzer and drunk-walk tests. Newsday 
reported there were seven arrests in Montauk 
last weekend and 85 summonses issued. The 
town is also considering requiring all bars to 
have their bouncers equipped with mechanical 
counters, so aS someone comes in they click 
once, or if it’s a couple they click twice, and 
this way keep tabs on not exceeding the legal 
fire code occupancy limits. This will be further 
discussed and perhaps voted upon on August 
20. This is not a proper speed to make new 
laws. Faster than this would be better. 

Anyway, come Labor Day I think the Chief 
of Police of East Hampton should provide 
medals for officers who work the hardest to 
take back Montauk. 


- E.L. DOCTOROW, 84 
~ One of the world’s great authors has passed 
on. E.L. Doctorow, a gentle and much-loved man 
who lived in Sag Harbor and New York City, the 
author of Ragtime, Billy Bathgate, The March, 
The Book of Daniel, World’s Fair and several 
other novels and short stories, was widely 
praised and honored for his work. His books 
have won the PEN/Faulkner Award for Fiction, 
the National Book Critics Award for Fiction, the 
National Book Award and the Pulitzer Prize. 
Many were made into movies. All the stories 
were fictional, set in past centuries, and each 


_ was told from a different point-of-view and often 


with a different sort of narrator, or no narrator 
at all. He was an experimenter of style in that 
sense, and also a writer of material that was 
cut from a liberal cloth. His works, particularly 
Ragtime, which many consider his best, are 
wonderful to read and give you a great sense 
of the time and place in which the story is set. 

Doctorow was born and raised in New York 
City and said he decided when he was 9 years 
old that he wanted to become a writer. He went 
to the Bronx High School of Science, Kenyon 
College and Columbia University. He served in 
the U. S. Army in Europe, stationed in Germany 
after the war. He leaves behind two daughters, 
Jenny Doctorow Fe-Bornstein and Caroline 
Doctorow Gatewood, and four grandchildren. 

I met Mr. Doctorow on several occasions, one 
time at a lawn party where I asked him how 
he juxtaposed fictional characters with actual 
events and wondered if he took history and 
wrote fiction over it or the other way around. 
He said he wrote fiction first, then studied and 
made the adjustments from the underlying facts 
afterwards. Otherwise, he said, he’d get too 
much caught up with the facts. 

Mr. Doctorow also was the keynote speaker 
at the Dan’s Papers $6,000 Prize for Nonfiction 
in 2013, giving advice and encouragement to'a 
large audience of writers and friends in the John 
Drew Theater at the awards ceremony there that 
August.

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“Grey Gardens” Sets a True Hamptons Story to Music

G rey Gardens, the wonderful show starting 
(8 its run at Bay Street Theater on August 4, 
is certainly the best-known musical to be set 
in the Hamptons. Based on the life of Edith 
Bouvier Beale, or “Little Edie,” as she was 
known, the 2006 musical was inspired by the 
classic documentary Grey Gardens, filmed by 
the Maysles brothers in 1975 at the broken- 
down East Hampton estate where Little Edie 
lived in squalor with her mother, “Big Edie.” 
How Little Edie and Big Edie wound up in their 
situation is a long, complicated story—very 
fitting for a musical, in fact. 

“It was my idea to turn it into a musical,” 
says composer Scott Frankel. “I was always 
fascinated by the film, although parts of it are 
hard to watch. I found it mesmerizing.” After 
some wrangling, Frankel was able to acquire 
the rights from Albert Maysles, and teamed up 
with Doug Wright and Michael Korie to adapt 
the film. 


The cast of “Grey Gardens the Musical” 


In Grey Gardens, as in all musicals, the 
emotional weight of the story is carried by 
the music. The songs in the show, composed 
by Frankel with brilliant lyrics by Korie, are 
classics. Frankel’s music manages to not only 
convey characters’ emotional states, but also 
to illustrate time periods and generational 
preferences—this is essential, as the first act of 
the show takes place in 1941 and the second act 


_ in 1975, with the music reflecting those different 


time periods, and with Big Edie and Little Edie 
singing in differing styles to reflect the different 
eras. Frankel is sensitive and subtle in this 
musical differentiation, careful not to allow 
jarring stylistic shifts to distract from the story. 
It helped the creators of the musical that Big 
Edie was apparently quite fond of singing at 
parties—there was no need to explain why she 
keeps breaking into song. 

“Big Edie reportedly had a very clear, pure 
soprano voice, and would start performing at 
the slightest suggestion,” says Frankel. “In 1941, 
I imagined that she would sing operetta-style 
songs—Lehar, Victor Herbert—which would 
have been old-fashioned at the time.” Little 
Edie, meanwhile, sings songs in the more up-to- 
date Richard Rodgers vein during the first act. 

For the second act, Frankel has Big Edie and 
Little Edie change ever so slightly with the 
times. “Both of them thought they were ‘with 
it’ in some ways, and | imagined the constant 
AM radio would wash over the proceedings to 
some extent.” In particular, Big Edie’s sweetly 
preposterous ballad “Jerry Likes My Corn” 
displays an affinity with early ’70s soft rock. 

The emotional core of Grey Gardens is revealed 


in Little Edie’s heartbreaking second act closer, 
“Another Winter in a Summer Town,” which 
is a gorgeous autumnal lament full of regret 
about the years she feels she’s wasted because 
she hasn’t been able to get herself away from 
Grey Gardens, out of the Hamptons. Audience 
members who have lived in the Hamptons for a 
while may feel a particular shock of recognition 
at this number. After all, we all love this special 
part of the world, but who hasn’t felt imprisoned 
at times by its insularity and inaccessibility? 
Who hasn’t occasionally felt time to be slipping 
away, even as we are spoiled by the proximity 
to wealth and comforted by the natural beauty 
that surrounds us? We all feel like Little Edie 
from time to time. 

“There’s something about the seasonal nature 


of places like the Hamptons,” Frankel says. 
“When Labor Day comes, there’s a huge shift, 
the fun dries up, and it starts you thinking about 
time passing. Little Edie was an optimist— 
she always thought things were going to turn 
around—but when autumn comes, it’s harder 
to keep that hopefulness alive.” 

This feeling isn’t exclusive to Hamptonites— 
regret is universal. Little Edie, and Grey Gardens 
itself, was an extreme example of faded dreams, 
lost hopes, and unfulfilled life—and that’s what 
draws us back to her story over and over again. fi

The first summer 
I was here I wrote a new children’s show every 
other week.

rthur Carter is probably best known in 

New York metropolitan area for having 
founded the New York Observer and the Litchfield 
Country Times. He also, for ten years, was half- 
owner of the East Hampton Star. You might be 
tempted to think that Carter’s career started 
and ended with publishing. But you would be 
wrong about that. Publishing was only part of 
this man’s career. It weaved its way through 
many different careers. 

After graduating college, Carter was the 
commanding officer of a 95-foot Coast Guard 
patrol boat involved in search, air and rescue 
out in the Atlantic Ocean. He was in the 
investment banking business for eight years, 
partnering with Roger Berlind and Sandy Weill. 
He did a turn at Lehman Brothers. He formed his 
- Own company, the Carter Group, which at one 
_ point owned or was the significant shareholder 

in many publicly traded corporations around 
‘the country. Then, in recent years, he’s sold 
all but one these businesses and now spends 
much of his. time making highly regarded large 
sculptures which are in museums and in public 
spaces, most notably in Manhattan at NYU. He 
makes these sculptures in a large barn studio 
in Connecticut with several hired assistants. He 
had gallery shows on Madison Avenue, in other 
cities and during this month, his work fills the 
main gallery space at the Southampton Arts 
Center (formerly the Parrish) on Jobs Lane. In 
anticipation of interviewing him at his Hamptons 
home, I went to see his work. It is not the work 
of some successful businessman dabbling. The 
works, designs in steel, are strong, complex, 
thoughtful and soaring. It thrilled me to walk 
through them. It will thrill you if you do too. The 
show remains up until August 9th. - 

Frankly, I expected to meet a man who was 
fully absorbed in the complicated parts of his 
life. Instead, I found an upright handsome man 
who was low-key, friendly and formal. He is, in 
essence, still at heart a Coast Guardsman. He 
was 22 when he took command of that ship. 
Maybe those in charge saw what I saw. Maybe 
he was that way before he joined the Coast 
Guard. He thinks about what to do, he makes a 
decision and, without any backing and forthing, 
without high emotions or regrets, he then 
does it. 

Arthur Carter and his wife enjoy the summers 
on a 15 acre waterfront estate in Remsenberg 
he bought almost 50 years ago that looks 
out onto the calm waters of Moriches Bay. 
There are several buildings on the property. 
Flowered walkways and tall trees guide you 
down manicured lawns to them. It is a very 
private, peaceful place. 

Arthur and I'settled on sofas in a comfortable 
living room looking out across the lawn to 
the water and we started the conversation 
by talking about the fact that both of us have 
founded three newspapers in our lives. So we 
compared notes. His three are still running. 
Two of my three are: Dan’s Papers and the 
Block Island Times. The East Village Other, 
an underground newspaper, thrived in New 
York City for ten years and then collapsed

in a fiery crash. 

I then began the interview, asking him about 
his early life. 

Arthur Carter was born in New York City and 
raised in Woodmere, Long Island, which at that 
time, the early 1930s, was largely farmland. 
There were residential streets, however, and 
he and his parents and a younger sister lived in 
a small house on one of them. His father was a 
lifetime IRS Agent — 48 years in that service, at 
a headquarters in New York. His mother taught 
French privately. There was a nice residential 
neighborhood in Woodmere. But they lived in 
another, on the other side of the tracks. 

“We were the only people renting in our block 
when I first came on the scene. Everybody else, 
and that included all my friends, were in homes 
that their parents owned. | thought we should 
own one too. So, one day, when I was 8, I went 
out on my bike and asked around and found a 
house for sale on the next block and told my 
mom and dad about it. When they bought it, 
I considered I had found it for them and was 
pretty proud at having done that.” 

“Other side of the tracks?” 

“No. It was still on the same side. Just that it 
would be ours.” 

Arthur went to public school. He became a

chess player. When he was in first grade, he 
began studying classical piano. His mother 
played piano. He continued on with that until 
he was 14, when he was introduced to Rudolph 
Serkin, who taught him for four more years. 
He gave a concert in Lenox, Massachusetts 
one year. But when he graduated Woodmere 
High School, he found he would have to make 
a decision. Next stop would be either a music 
conservatory or college. He chose college. And 
he gave up the piano. 

Arthur was registered as a pre-med student 
at first, but then when the time came, he 
chose French as his major. He was at Brown 
University, in Providence, Rhode Island. He’d 
come home for the summer to Woodmere and 
live with his parents. His mother had become 
ill. That lasted seven or eight years. 

“This was a troubling time for me,” he said. 

He worked as a locker boy and lifeguard at 
Lido Beach and Atlantic Beach during those 
summers. When he graduated college, he was 
faced with another decision. The Korean War 
was under way. He could join the military or 
go to graduate school. He decided on OCS, 
which is Officer Training. And so he spent four 
months at the Coast Guard Academy at New 
London. And, after graduation, he was assigned, 
at the age of 22, to be the commanding officer 
of a ship. 

“What was its name?” 

“It didn’t have a name. It had a number.” 

The ship patrolled the heavy seas of the 
Atlantic, rescuing people, towing boats in 
trouble. The Cold War was in full swing. 

“We stopped and searched big ships from 
Iron Curtain ports,” he said. “As Captain, | 
would interrogate the officers of those ships.” 

He left the service at 24 and took a job 
with the investment banking firm of Lehman 
Brothers as an assistant. He prepared analyses, 
wrote reports and organized paperwork for 
new issues and acquisitions. 

“But I had no idea of what I was doing. I 
had no background in the field. I liked it, but I 
thought I should learn more about it.” 

With the firm’s recommendation, he was 
accepted to the Amos Tuck School at Dartmouth 
where got an MBA. 

During this time, a friend introduced him 
to Linda Schweitzer, a girl who had been 
raised in Hewlett, one of the other “five towns” 
that included Woodmere. She was four years 
younger than he was, but they dated and 
then married. After finishing at Dartmouth, 
the couple returned to New York and set up 
housekeeping at a 2-bedroom apartment in East 
Rockaway, not far from Woodmere. Soon they 
had a son and two daughters. 

“I remember taking my son to the 1964 
World’s Fair in Queens,” he told me. “It warmed 
my heart. My father had taken me. to the 1939 
World’s Fair in Queens, just next door.” 

At that point, he and a friend, Sandy Weill, 
who also had an apartment in East Rockaway, 
and also Roger Berlind, a childhood friend from 
Woodmere, decided to set up their own firm. 

Carter, Berlind and Weill set up offices at 37 
Wall Street that consisted of one room with four 
desks, one each for (Continued on next page) 
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the three partners and a fourth for a secretary- 
receptionist. The firm did mergers, acquisitions, 
money management and investment banking. 
The partners stayed together for nine years. 

“At that point,” Carter said, “I decided | 
wanted to run an investment banking business 
on my own, but using my own money. I raised 
$45 million for a public offering. ] left Wall Street 
and opened The Carter Group on the first floor 
of a large skyscraper at 66th Street and Madison 
Avenue and I started buying businesses, always 
publicly traded companies.” 

I mentioned to Carter that most people who 
do this lean toward one sort of business or 
another in a particular field. He told me that 
was not what he did. 

“| just looked around. I'd be interested in any 


business with a good balance sheet and a good 
structure that I thought had a good investment 
opportunity. There were a whole range of 
such businesses. For the next ten years, I was 
buying businesses.” 

Allofthem wereundertheumbrellaoftheCarter 
Group, which owned. utilities, manufacturing 
companies, electronics companies—one had 
20 subsidiaries—an industrial spring company. 
He also built and developed a shopping center, 
on land he owned, which became the very 
successful Sunrise Mall. 

“How much were you bringing in at the peak 
of your business?” I asked. This is generally

time ago.

revenues a year,” he said. “But then I decided 
to wind it down. It took ten years to build the 
business, and 20 years, from 1981 to 2001 to 
wind it down, but I sold everything except for 
one business.” 

“What was that?” 

“The Industrial Spring Company. It is a steady 
solid company with very few ups and downs. 
My idea was that I would sell almost everything 
and just live well from the money I got from 
selling those things.” 

1981 was the year he had started the Litchfield 
County Times. | asked him about that. 


“I just thought the region would support a — 


good weekly newspaper. My input involved 
design and graphics. I wanted the paper to be 
a broadsheet, with a very large photograph 
on the front page every week. Indeed, that led 
me to sketching and then sculpture. I became 
interested in design.” 

By this time, Carter was married to his — 
second wife Dixie Carter and was living in the: 


_ San Remo on Central Park West. He had two 


more daughters. He also drove weekends to a 
farm he had bought, 1,500 acres, in Roxbury 
and Washington, Connecticut. It was there 
he converted one of his barns to a sculpture 
studio. He still works there. 

“What brought you out to the Hamptons?” 

I asked. 

“After my divorce, my children moved here. 
So I bought this house to be near them.” 

I asked him about his purchase of 50% of the 
East Hampton Star. This was around 1992. - 

“A friend told me they were looking for 
someone to make an investment. | came in for 
half. Over the years I’d say this or that, but I just 
let the Rattrays run it. My main interest, again, 
was just with the graphics.” 

“You sold your interest after ten years?” 

“Mrs. Rattray came and offered a good price 
for my half, so | decided to sell it.” 

Carter founded the weekly New York Observer 
in 1987. “I thought the other papers in the city 
were pretty dull and drab. I thought that a new 


_ weekly, which I called the Observer, could be a 


little spark on the newsstand. | hired a really 
smart and talented editor, Peter Kaplan. We 
used peach-colored paper. And I became fully 
engaged with its design, which always had that 
large image on the front page.” 


Carter was now in the city living in — 


Manhattan at 2 East 67th Street. The pundits — 
thought, especially when he bought half the 
East Hampton Star, that he was entering the 
media business. But he was not. He did these 
things because they were good business 
transactions. He also, in an act of philanthropy, 
provided NYU with some money to build a 
Journalism School on their campus just south 
of Washington Square Park. It’s called the 
Arthur L. Carter School of Journalism. 

Arthur Carter is about being a successful 
businessman, a good designer and a good 
provider. For 40 years now he’s been married — 
to a prominent psychologist, Linda Carter, who 
is a professor at NYU’s School of Medicine. | 
And when the time came, in 2005, he sold the ~ 
Observer to the Kushner family. He has not — 
looked back. 

And now, in his third, or perhaps fourth 
career, he is a sculptor, enjoying himself with _ 
his art. And he seems quite at peace with

he centerpiece of any home is the kitchen. In the Hamptons, where 
stately mansions line all roads to the beach, and enjoying food and 
drink is as much a part of the lifestyle as the sun and surf, one would 
only expect that every kitchen would be the stuff of dreams. From the layouts 
and designs, to the finest of materials and professional equipment, a chic 
Hamptons kitchen only needs a personal chef to complete the luxe picture. 
“The kitchen becomes the nucleus of the home,” says Gary Ciuffo, owner 
of Ciuffo Cabinetry. “It’s the place where the whole family and close friends 
will gravitate to. They will stay to make new memories, continue or make new 
traditions, and simply love and enjoy to be there.” 


THE ULTIMATE KITCHEN 

“The ultimate kitchen is different for every person or family,” says Ciuffo. 
“A great kitchen must be practical and functional while looking great at the 
same time. It needs to have the right selections of colors, finish, textures and 
materials. From paint colors to organic-natural and stained woods, metals 
and glass, the list goes on. This kitchen needs to be current, yet timeless. 
Creating a great kitchen is never simply settling for what is easy, quick or 
easily available.” 

Bernadette White, vice president of Cancos Tile Corporation says that when 
it comes to kitchens, “Everyone wants elegant comfort and beauty in white. 
White 3-5 cm Calacatta slab kitchen countertops are still number one,” she 
says. For something sexier, White says designers and architects are looking 
for counters with “waterfall edges where the countertop falls to the floor from 
the counter height.” 

The ultimate outdoor kitchen is fully loaded with “built-in refrigerators, built- 
in wine coolers, custom cabinetry, center islands, seating areas and outdoor 
sinks,” says David Lyons, VP of Retail at Blackman Plumbing, which launched 
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Blackman Outdoor just over three years ago to focus on outdoor lifestyles. 
“We introduced a Dekton, a [non-porous] solid surface slab product that’s 
used just like a stone counter and it is UV protected. We can bookmatch 
patterns and also use the product for exterior cladding to create some 
spectacular visuals.” 


KITCHEN TRENDS 

Ask any tile expert, and they will agree with White when it comes to flooring 
trends. “Wood-look porcelain floors are becoming very popular,” he says “It 
makes sense for Southampton, there are a lot of beachfront homes with a lot 
sand. That can really eat up a natural wood floor, and porcelain really takes 
a beating. All summer long, the floors will look great, no scratches, really 
low maintenance.” 

“Today we have many choices of endless possibilities,” explains Ciuffo. “We 
have natural stones, manmade stones, glass, plastics, metals and natural 
woods. It is not always the simple answer of which surface is better than the 
other, it’s what is better for the lifestyle or request of the owner, in addition to 
what is best for that particular kitchen design.” 

A big trend in the market has been to move the kitchen outside. Going 
above and beyond the ever-popular charcoal grill of old, these new outdoor 
entertaining areas include the works— everything you’d see indoors, and often 
more. “When we look at the kitchen industry, we are finding that the outdoor 
kitchen is almost more important to our customers than the indoor kitchen,” 
says Lyons. “The outdoor kitchen has become completely designed and is a 
full kitchen. 

“Beyond grills we find an outdoor wood-fired pizza oven to be the most 
popular request,” says Lyons regarding popular requests for outdoor kitchens. 
“People use it for more than just pizza. CONTINUED ON PAGE 18

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They are cooking chickens, steaks, 
fish, veggies, everything. Smokers are another popular element people are 
loving right now.” Though maintaining an outdoor kitchen can always be a 
concern, Lyons says that in the Blackman Outdoor Courtyard, all they do 
is empty the waterlines in the winter and then hose off the kitchen in the 
spring to get it ready. 


THE CHEF’S KITCHEN 

Beyond a stove, sink and fridge, a professional kitchen has all the ingredients 
to make a gourmet meal. Ciuffo says that the idea of a chef’s kitchen comes 
from a homeowner who is passionate about cooking. “They want a commercial 
appliance, or as close as they can get to a commercial appliance, which 
involves a lot of stainless steel. This kitchen will have a serious gas range 
and an electric wall oven. Today’s modern chef’s kitchen may have a steam 
oven. This kitchen will also have well-planned prep spaces with accessible 
sinks, typically a smaller prep sink along with a larger multi-use sink, double 
dishwashers and adequate refrigeration.” 

“Double everything,” agrees White. From 5 centimeter marble counters, two 
to four sinks, double islands, and of course whatever is inside needs to be 
outside. ..built-in everything, including the coffee makers.” 

According to Ciuffo, workflow and good design are key factors. “This kitchen 
will have everything in the correct place, from where the appliances are installed 
to how the inside of the drawers and cabinets are outfitted. There will be 
well-planned, divided drawers for cooking utensils, serving utensils, specialty 
knives, dividers for cooking trays, serving trays and rollouts for bowls, pots 
and pans, right down to where the spices and oils are stored. A chef's kitchen 
will be designed to cater to the needs and level that the owner desires.” 
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ALL IN THE DETAILS 

Materials matter when designing the ultimate kitchens in the Hamptons. 
“The days of picking up the house phone and ordering a simple stove, 
fridge or dishwasher are long gone,” says Ciuffo.

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THE 5 MOST COMMON LANDLORD/TENANT DISPUTES

ong Island is developing its rental inventory in droves with mixed-use 

downtowns and multi-family construction. We saw development first boom 
in the emergence of Patchogue. Now it’s Riverhead, with the recent sale of the 
Sears building and the prospective redevelopment of the site to include 160 
apartments in a revitalized downtown. Yet, this is nothing new to the East End, 
where Our Summer rental community has supported the economy for decades. 
While rentals offer a great housing option that supports the community, they also 
nvolve many disputes that find their way into our courts. 


Tenant’s Violation of Town / Village Code 

Noise violations, occupancy limits and parking issues can cause a landlord to 
find himself in Town or Village Court facing a citation but through no fault of his 
own. All it takes is an annoyed neighbor's complaint and the Code Enforcement 
will be Knocking on the door to the landlord's rental property. Moreover, a tenant 
has legal authority to invite Code Enforcement officials into the dwelling where 
they can find more structural violations of the Code at the property. Not only will 
this result in a waste of the landlord’s time and money (i.e. fines), but the landlord 
lacks the requisite control to remedy the situation, which is often required by 
the prosecuting attorneys in order to make a plea bargain. So, a landlord will be 
left with the only option of pursuing an eviction proceeding against the tenant. 
Hopefully the landlord had a lease that provided that compliance with local laws 
was a substantial aspect of the tenancy. Better yet, savvy landlords will include 
a liquidated damages provision in their lease (i.e. predetermined monetary 
damages agreement) to adequately compensate the landlords for their time and 
costs In appearing in Town/Village Court, including attorneys’ fees, fines and 
the like.

Damage to Property 

Upon retaking possession, landlords often find their couches ripped, the floor 
stained and the appliances broken. Not only is the security deposit typically 
insufficient to cover the damage, but tenants often insist that the current 
condition of the property was substantially the same condition as when they first 
took possession. Smart landlords should have insisted on baseline pictures of 
the property that were dated and countersigned by the landlord and tenant so 
that both could dispositively establish the condition before and after the tenancy. 
Regardless, the landlord is now required to bring a lawsuit, but this lawsuit must 
be brought in Supreme Court because a summary proceeding in Town/Village 
Court (aka eviction proceeding) is only available while the tenant remained in 
possession of the property. So, now the landlord is stuck in a drawn-out lawsuit 
without dispositive proof as to the baseline condition of the property. In this 
scenario, savvy tenants may even be able to recover their security deposit by 
using the General Obligations Law as a sword. Simply, a landlord who either 
commingled the security deposit with his own money or does not expressly 
notice the tenant with the identity of the banking institution where the tenant's 
money is located will have to return the money irrespective of the damage 
to his property. 


Non-Payment 
Base rent is obviously owed, adjusted rent for percentage-based 
annual increases can be confusing, but determining responsibility for 
additional rent can be impossible. At the end of the day, third-party 
providers will track down the landlord for payment of property 
mprovements even if the landlord had CONTINUED ON PAGE 24 
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CONTINUED FROM PAGE 22 no knowedge that the tenant contracted for the 


services. Thinkrepairmen, poolmaintenance, landscaping, resurfacingtennis courts 
and the like. Even mundane needs, such as utilities, Cesspool service and garbage 
disposal, can create conflict. However, only items identified in a lease as “rent” 
and “additional rent” can be recovered in a non-payment proceeding in Town/ 
Village Court while other missed payments will require a Supreme Court action 
for breach of contract and/or indemnification/contribution from the tenant for 
monies paid by the landlord to third-party providers. Before going into battle with 
a tenant, a savvy landlord will review his lease and notice the tenant through 
a properly drafted Predicate Notice of the specific item left unpaid and the 
provision of the lease requiring payment. Often, articulating responsibilities in 
black and white in a lease is all that is needed to avoid a lawsuit between a 
landiord and tenant. 


Holdover After Lease Term 

Think a landlord always gets his property back at the end of a lease term? Think 
again. If the tenant doesn’t leave voluntarily, the act of changing the locks can 
turn the landlord into a defendant in a lawsuit for self-helo eviction, which calls 
for treble damages by statute against the landlord. If the tenant doesn’t leave, a 
savy landlord will not accept any money from the tenant post-lease termination 
and instead will quickly commence an eviction proceeding. Conversely, a sharp 
tenant Knows to send a check right after the tenancy expires and when the 
landlord accepts such money, the tenancy automatically turns into a month- 
to-month tenancy, which requires a one-month notice before the tenancy can 
be terminated and an eviction proceeding commenced thereafter. Generally, 
tenants can buy themselves another two to three months in the property from 
this simple trick.

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Jurisdiction of the Court 

The most common, and perhaos most important, landlord/tenant dispute 
does not concern the substance of the tenancy but instead whether the 
landlord brought his claim against the tenant in a procedurally correct manner. 
There are two procedural issues that are generally before the Court when 
an eviction is sought. The first concerns service of a document called a 
Predicate Notice and the second concerns service of the Petition, which is 
the document that commences the actual lawsuit. If there are disputes as 
to the service of the Petition, a special hearing, a Traverse Hearing, will be 
held in advance of the actual landlord/tenant case. In contrast, issues 
with respect to the Predicate Notice are addressed in the actual 
landlord/tenant case. 

So, Our court system addresses the thing that must happen second first 
and the thing that must happen first second. Predicate Notices, required if a 
term of a lease is violated and there is a cure provision in the lease, are 
used when there is a non-payment and when a landlord wants to terminate 
a month-to-month tenancy. In both a Predicate Notice and a Petition, 
disputes can concern the content of the documents, how the documents 
are served on the tenant, when those documents are served on the tenant 
(i.e. they can’t be too early or too late before the hearing date for the Petition 
or after the tenant's breach for the Predicate Notice), and even issues that 
arise when the person who signed the documents is not the proper party 
(i.e. landlord's attorneys or agents who are unknown to the tenant cannot 
sign and a landlord who was not the original landlord to the lease must 
establish his authority through documentation accompanying the Petition and 
Predicate Notices if not already known to the tenant). Savvy tenants know to 
dispute every aspect of the service of everything. Plus, these tenants understand 
the value in making the case about how the landlord didn’t observe the required 
procedures instead of a case about the tenant wrongfully possessing the 
landiord’s property. a

dripping on paint for added 
textural effects. The work is 
labor intensive. Nostalgia is 
typically not this complex or 
selective. His technique—in 
regard to his hand-painted one- 
of-a-kind vintage surfboards— 
is “to build up sort of an 
abstract history...paintings 
on top of paintings on top of 
paintings.” It serves for his 
large canvases as well. 


What brought you from 
California to the East End, to 
be the featured artist at John 
Healey’s surf shop gallery on 
Main Street in Sag Harbor? 

The boards I have at the gallery are often 
work | donate to various charities. My studio in 
Springs is for my painting. My wife and I moved 
out last year. We fell I love with the area—its 
history, agriculture, the Shinnecock, Jackson 
Pollock’s house nearby. I’m close to the ocean 
but it’s different from California which is now a 
big beach-bike scene, compared with Springs. 
I find that out here I’ve slowed down in a good 
way. | work more intensely, do more collage, 
assemble more integral elements, though I’m 
still sort of like a mad scientist, collecting all 
kinds of artifacts from the past. 


About 10 years ago you “admitted” to being 
a pop artist, though discerning viewers might 
likely refer to you as a “pop abstractionist” 
because of the greater intricacy and depth of 
your paintings. Why “admitted?” 

Like many artists’ careers, there are 
periods—for me, there was film, photography, 
architecture—but one day my wife said, “why 
not say who you are?” Central to my idea of 
pop art is being an American artist, celebrating 
positive things about our history and culture. 
My father was a WWII vet, and one day | found 
a bunch of his matchboxes and decided to paint 
them, but on a large scale, 5’ x 6’, translating 
them from objects into art. 


Your Artist Statement notes that you 
construct and deconstruct, “exploring the 
contradiction, ambiguity, and truth between 
urban streetscape and history.” Could 
you elaborate? 

I’m influenced by the changing culture 
around me, sometimes reflected as signage, 
written language, by the contrast between the 
larger world in America now and the way 
things used to be. Take Venice [CA], which 
25 years ago was pretty empty. Now I see an 


_ announcement on the side of a building for a 


tire shop that’s no longer there and over that 
other lettering, other businesses. Everything 
changes. That’s why I like to use surfboard 
resin because it fossilizes the collages, images, 
painting, ironically preserving the history of 
change. fi

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SUP Founder Laird Hamilton To Paddle for Pink

The health effects — of 
being on the water have 
long been acknowledged, 
and living well at sea takes 
on a deeper meaning 
this Saturday, when the 
annual Paddle for Pink is 
held at Havens Beach in 
Sag Harbor. The stand up 
paddleboarding (SUP) race 
and sunset party raise money for the Breast 
Cancer Research Foundation (BCRF). Leading 
the efforts that day will be Laird Hamilton, a 
highly lauded big-wave surfer and the father of 
stand up paddleboarding, and his wife Gabby 
Reece, a former pro volleyball player. 

“!'m honored to be able to bring awareness, 
to help raise money, and do everything I can to 
kind of get us to a point where we cure this,” says 
Hamilton. Contributions and participation have 
grown exponentially since founder Maria Baum, 
a breast cancer survivor who found solace in 
SUP during her treatment, first brought Paddle 
for Pink to the Hamptons in 2012. Last year’s 
event raised $1.5 million for BCRF. 

“The main reason I'm at this event is because of 
Maria Baum and her connection with me,” says 
Hamilton of his inspiration for participating. 
“She was paddling one of my boards when she 
went through her ordeal with breast cancer. 
She reached out and said, ‘you don’t know me, 
but we’ve had a long relationship.’ And that 
touched me.” 

Hamilton, Reece, and their three daughters 
will be on hand the day of the event. The star- 
studded bash continues later on, as Girls star 
and creator Lena Dunham will be a special 
guest at the evening cocktail party. 

Though Hamilton is unsure if he'll paddle 
the course as he is currently recovering from a 
hand injury, he’s looking forward to providing 
encouragement. “Ill be in the ‘pit group,’ 
cheering everyone on, giving moral support, 
paddling stroke techniques. Any way | can help 
them,” he says. 

Participants in the 3 and 6 mile races are well 
advised to pick Hamilton’s brain for advice, 
as the Hawaii native is widely credited with 
founding stand up paddleboarding. “I started 
in a real organic way. I had my first daughter, 
and I had some tandem boards made so [| 
could take her surfing,” he says of the sport’s 
infancy. “Before I took her out, I wanted to 
get good at riding the boards...1 was at the 
beach, and my friend had a canoe paddle, and 
| thought, it would be nice if you never had to 
lay back down [to go surfing], if you just stayed 
up the whole time.” Hamilton took the canoe 
paddle and began to play around in the surf. 
“It was a little short, so | was paddling around 
and catching tiny waves and riding them. I was 
immediately struck by not only the perspective, 
but the whole feeling and the motion and 
the productivity of [SUP].” Hamilton made 
prototypes of more appropriate paddles—‘“In 
the beginning I probably broke a few of them,” 
’ he says—and then began to shape the sport. 

Hamilton paddled for about five or six years 
by himself before the sport really took off. 
“Initially people, not that they discredited it, 
but they were like, that’s just Laird, doing

something crazy again,” says 
Hamilton, who enjoys SUP as 
its own sport, and also as a 
training tool for his big-wave 
surfing endeavors. “Stand up 
is an incredible training tool,” 
Hamilton continues. “It’s 
also a very good vehicle for 
transport. For fitness, it is an 
incredible workout. It makes 
you a better surfer, makes you 
stronger.” 

Despite its runaway 
popularity, the sport still has 
a few naysayers, groups of 
people who think that surfing 


should only exist in its original 
state. But for every person 
who discredits it, Hamilton 
knows there is someone who 
is drawn to it. “I take the heat 
for everyone who loves it,” he 
says. “It’s for the people that 
enjoy it.” #&

This is a black bean 
burger and your choices of cheese include, 
among others, cheddar or bleu. Get one of 
these cheeses in the mix of “everything” and 
you won’t miss having a meat patty at all. 
Gael pointed out that “everything” might best 
include bacon—but, really, I think that might 
be over-the-top. 


A fresh-picked cucumber from my Sag Harbor 
garden stolen between meals. People rave 
about carrots and peas fresh from the garden 
and they’re right to do so. There’s a world of 
difference between “fresh” and “fresh-picked.” 
Consuming a cucumber that has just been 
picked, rinsed off and peeled in a matter of ~ 
minutes is an otherworldly experience. 


The Croque Croissant for brunch at LT Burger 
in Sag Harbor. This is not for the animal lover. 


‘Loads of ham with scrambled eggs and Swiss 


cheese inside a croissant. The pastry’s slight 
sweetness with that Black Forest ham—oh my! 


The jerk spiced Long Island duck tacos at 
75 Main in Southampton. New chef Brian 
Cheewing has really done it with this blend 
of duck, Caribbean fruit, corn salsa and 
chipotle aioli. 


The green gazpacho at First and South in 
Greenport. Cool and mild, a great introduction 
to a sumptuous summer meal. 


The arugula pizza at Harbor Market & Kitchen 
in Sag Harbor. So simple, so perfect. 


The coconut cake and the lemon-thyme panna 
cotta at Bell & Anchor in Noyac. This place is 
known for its oysters and other seafood, and 
for its Home Port Chowder, and rightly so. But 
wow—do save room for their desserts. The 
solid, but not heavy, coconut cake is a cool, 
textural delight. The coconut filaments are cut 
to just exactly the best size. The lemon-thyme 
panna cotta screams of lemon, then hints of 
thyme but is all creamy wonder.

Camp SoulGrow

LD ut on the far east side of Montauk, children 
are learning and growing every day at Camp 
SoulGrow, a creative workshop camp taking place at 
the historic Third House. A non-profit organization, 
Camp SoulGrow seeks to motivate children to follow 
their dreams, according to Founder London Rosiere. 

The fun, educational, and inspirational programs at 
Camp SoulGrow utilize community artists and local 
enterprises as the children’s mentors. Run entirely 
by volunteers, the success of Camp SoulGrow is 
largely due to the efforts of Rosiere, self-titled as the 
camp’s “Head Kid.” 

Rosiere was born and raised in New Orleans but 
lost her home during Hurricane Katrina. “I figured I 
may as well rebuild myself in a new place,” Rosiere 
says. The young woman—still in her early 20s—had 
been visiting New York for just two days when the 
storm hit, and she decided to stay in the city. 


After working in Manhattan’s fashion industry for: 


nine years, Rosiere retreated to Montauk following 
the passing of her mother. “I came out here to take 
some time,” she says. “Every day, I was pushing 
myself to feel better, make [myself] healthier and get 
through that rough time. Montauk had been such a 
special place to me for finding myself. 

Montauk was also the perfect place for Rosiere 
to devote her time to a lifelong passion—helping 
children. She started by holding a small workshop 
for the local children via a tour through the Montauk 
Juice Factory. “It was just going to be one day, free for

the kids,” she says. But everything changed once she 
was inspired by the magic of the day and hearts of 
the children. “I got so into it,” Rosiere says. “I called 
up all my connections. We practiced horseback 
riding, archeology, yoga...all cool experiences that 
kids don’t normally get to do.” 

The relationship Rosiere began to form between 
the children and the community was irreplaceable. 
“{I thought to myself], ‘there’s no way I can lose 
this.’ So I decided to stay in Montauk, against what 
everyone had told me.” Rosiere’s concerned friends 
cautioned her about Montauk’s slow and cold winter 
season, but she was determined to stay. “If that’s 
how you feel, how do you think the kids feel,” she 
says. “And that’s why | needed to stay.” 

Rosiere was able to continue offering her 
workshops through the now-year-round program 
and official nonprofit she named Camp SoulGrow. 
“This is not a nine-to-five camp to drop the kids off,” 
she explains. Camps are 90 minutes long and two or 
more are offered daily. “At Camp SoulGrow, kids are 
given the responsibility to choose the camps that 
they want to do.” 

One of the defining aspects of Camp SoulGrow is 
its free admission. “The reason it’s free is so kids 
can choose to take more and more workshops and 
keep learning more. If there’s a woodshop class, and 
they’ve never done it before, they can do it. I want 
kids to be able to say yes to everything and keep 
learning. A price limits their options.” 

Rosiere appreciates the friendships that form 
from Camp SoulGrow’s free admission. “Bridging

demographics is important at a young age—you 
can’t get around it as an adult, so it’s been beautiful 
to see the kids who were here last summer and locals 
in the winter now merging and becoming friends.” 
Parents continue to thank Rosiere for Camp 
SoulGrow’s positive influence on their children, from 
growing their social skills to offering them the chance 
to take part in activities they’d otherwise not have 
the chance to do. Rosiere reflects, “Hopefully this is 
just the beginning of what I see as the platform for 
people in the community to share their gifts, talents

Castaldi Sets Sights on Second Street Firehouse 


BY STEPHANIE KOSSMAN 


ince the completion of the historic Suffolk 

Theater’s renovations in 2013, its owner Bob 
Castaldi has been searching for new projects in 
the downtown Riverhead area. The massive, eight- 
year-long restoration of the theater would likely 
exhaust most people, but Castaldi likes to keep busy. 
“fm not ready to sit at home and build birdhouses 
yet,” he says. 

Earlier this year, Castaldi purchased the Second 
Street Firehouse from the Town of Riverhead. 
Much like the once-abandoned Suffolk Theater, the 
Second Street Firehouse has remained vacant under 
the ownership of the town ever since the 
Riverhead Volunteer Fire Department’s move to 
Roanoke Avenue. 


A peek inside the beautifully restored Suffolk Theater 


Castaldi has pursued various ideas for the building, 
including a life-like dinosaur attraction. Due to budget 
constraints, however, that idea has gone extinct. 

Instead, Castaldi has been focusing on agrotourism 
developments within the building, thanks to recent 
funding offered by New York State. According to 
Castaldi, New York State has agreed to fund up to 
40% of infrastructure costs for any agrotourism 
developments within the building, inclusive of an 
additional $200,000 for advertising and promotion. 
Castaldi is still exploring the exact terms but refers to 
the rumors that circulated earlier this year regarding 
a large grant from the state as “misinformation.” 

The idea for an agrotourism information center to 
occupy the firehouse appears to be more probable 
than the former talk of a pseudo-Jurassic World, 
but it’s still not final. The only tenant who can call 

the building a permanent home is Long Beard 
Brewing Co., a new brewery started by two 
local mechanics. 

Castaldi believes a new brewery in the 
downtown area will add to Riverhead’s growing 
tourism scene. “It seems like Riverhead is 
becoming the brew capital of New York State,” 
Castaldi reflects, “which is great because | like 

, beer. I like wine too. So I guess I’m in the right 
8 place.” Long Beard Brewing Co. plans to open its 
= doors by St. Patrick’s Day, 2016. 

The brewery “is taking up half of the first 
floor, so we’re still looking for tenants for the 
#5 rest of the building.” The addition of Long Beard 

Brewing Co. leaves much of the building’s space

available for rent, including the 4,000-square-foot 
second floor and the basement portion, which has a 
built-in bar. 

Though the plans for the Second Street Firehouse 
aren’t entirely complete, Castaldi says that the 
building is “going to bring some new life down to 
Second Street and it is really going to turn the lights 
on back there.” 

Meanwhile, as the search for tenants continues, 
Castaldi moves forward with his next project. “I’m 
in the process of possibly doing a small restaurant,” 
he says, “to build, not to run; | don’t want to run 
anything. I want to fish all day and drink wine.” 

Castaldi envisions the restaurant, which is to be 
located on the river, as a fish house and hotdog/ 
hamburger joint. Only one thing is for sure, though— 
there won't be any dinosaurs. ga

Jack, brother Tony and their grandmother. The 
opening number, “The Stars Look Down,” a tribute to 
the hardships faced by those affected by the strike, 
is raw and powerful, with the drums emanating from 
the orchestra pit into your heartbeat. 

Our Billy was played by a veteran of the role, 
15-year-old Mitchell Tobin, who portrayed Billy in 
the London production as well as on the national 
tour and in LA. Sharing the role is 12-year-old 
Brandon Ranalli, making his professional debut 
at Gateway. 

Billy stumbles into Mrs. Wilkinson’s all-female

ballet class, and to his surprise finds himself intrigued 
by ballet (“Shine”). Mrs. Wilkinson, played by the 
delightful Janet Dickinson, notices Billy’s natural 
talent for dancing and encourages him not only to 
join her class but to audition for the Royal Ballet 
Academy, unbeknownst to Billy’s ultra-conservative 
father and brother. Billy confides in his best friend 
Michael, played by the very talented and funny Ethan 
Eisenberg, about his newfound passion for dance, 
and the two sing about “Expressing Yourself” as they 
dance around in women’s clothes, embracing each 
other’s differences. 

Billy learns to dance despite the ugliness of 
the strike around him, and seems to find peace 
in the moments he is with Mrs. Wilkinson. The 
duo’s heartfelt, tearjerker performance of “The 
Letter” is so full of sadness and hope, reflecting 
the strife surrounding the mining community. The 
juxtaposition of ballet and the violent strike is 
exhilarating in “Solidarity.” 

As they compose Billy’s audition dance in 
“Born to Boogie” we see the boy coming to life 
before us, and the talent of Tobin is undeniable. His 
accent is as endearing as his singing, and his 
dancing is a feast for the eyes. When Billy’s brother 
and father discover he has been working with Mrs. 
Wilkinson, which they do on the morning of his 
audition, they are furious and forbid him to continue. 
In his “Angry Dance,” Billy’s emotions explode out of 
him in the form of one of the most compelling dance 
routines I have ever witnessed, and the music serves 
to heighten Billy’s turbulent emotions, mirroring 
the violence taking place between the union 
workers and the police. 

Act Two begins during Christmas, one of the 
leanest Christmases this community has seen, and 
the blame is placed on the anti-union Prime Minister — 
Margaret Thatcher. In “Merry Christmas Maggie 


Thatcher,” the company puts on a hilarious scene, 


lamenting the infamous leader and celebrating the 
fact that each day brings her closer to death. Billy’s 
father is depressed, sad, drunk, and hopelessly 
missing his wife. In his solo, “Deep Into the Ground,” 
Craig Bennet as Billy’s dad translates his despair 
into a heartfelt ballad, and it’s impossible not to be 
moved by this moment. 

Later, for the first time in months, Billy dances. 
Jack inadvertently catches him and cannot 
believe how talented his son is. He immediately 
seeks out Mrs. Wilkinson to see if his Billy 
could have another chance to audition for 
the school. 

Overcoming many obstacles, including an irate 
Tony and no funds to travel, Billy beats the odds 
and secures his audition. In the number “Electricity,” 
Billy explains to the panel judging him just how 
he feels about dance—that it comes from deep 
within, as if electricity were flowing through 
his veins. 

The night Billy discovers he has been accepted 
to the ballet school is the night the union caves 
in and loses the strike. The miners are forced to 
go back to work—“Once We Were Kings” marks 
their final stand—and the music is intoxicating. 
Billy goes off to school after a final emotional 
encounter with his ghostly mother, after which the 
cast calls him back for a rousing finale, dancing 
their way firmly into our hearts as they bring this 
profound journey to its end. @@

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A Good Yarn, Even If It Lacks For murtren

It’s always a pleasure to 
pick up a Willie Black novel 
by Richmond, VA _ former 
newspaperman Howard Owen. 
The latest one is Parker Field 
(Permanent Press). Owen 
invests Willie Black, his older, 
savvy, smart-mouthed, self- 
styled sleuth/reporter, with 
so many old-time journalistic 
traits that, even though the 
books are set in the present, the reader feels a 
nostalgic connection to a time before online ruled; 
a time when local human interest stories attracted 
seasoned pros, and when the best reporters (usually 
ornery) had beats and cared about doing well 


and doing good. Willie is old fashioned in trusting 
his instincts. He pursues leads on his own time— 
even though it-earns him no brownie points. He 
attends voluntary meetings at his paper, where 


“no refreshments are served,” because he enjoys — 


sparring with his so-called superiors as they cave to 
abolishing pensions. He’s got the sarcastic pushback 
gene. And heart. 

For all of his unfortunate dealings with women (three 
divorces, a troubled relationship with his daughter, a 
tenuous relationship with Peggy his pothead mother, 
commitment issues with his current girlfriend) and 
his history of problem drinking (he’s tried A.A. but 
it’s not for him), Willie manages to attract and keep 
friends and the grudging respect of colleagues. “I 
promise to do better. Promising to do better is one 
of the things I do best.” Willie Black is indeed a 
lively and engaging narrator—which is itself a good

reason to read Parker Field—and the book begins 
with a gunshot, plunging us right into the action. 
But Willie easily gets sidetracked into musing on 
relationships. The man who got shot, Les Hacker, 
the kindest man in the world, is Willie’s stepfather 
of sorts—Hacker has been living with Peggy. Hacker 
was also a ballplayer for the old Richmond Vees, a 
now-defunct Yankees’ Triple-A farm team. The Vees 
played at Parker Field in Richmond—hence the title 
of the book. Willie is eager to do a story on the Vees, 
though at first he doesn’t know that his reporting will 
connect him to Hacker’s shooter. It turns out that six 
of the nine Vees are dead, and that five of those “at 
least did not go gently into that good night.” As one 
chapter ending puts it, “Somebody’s keeping score.” 
Willie also discovers that “Being a psychopath is 
never having to say you’re sorry.” 

Parker Field is the third in Owen’s Willie Black 
mystery series, and it may become a bit confusing to 
a new reader because the eccentric characters who 
surround Willie are not fully explained when they’re 
introduced. And Willie’s mixed-race parentage isn’t 
covered in this third go-round (his late father, who 
was black, took off). Also left out are his bygone 
days as a police reporter on the night beat—a part 
of his backstory that explains his continued cred on 
the streets. Then again, it’s easy to be diverted by 
Willie’s way with words: A woman kicks out a guy 
for “doing the horizontal hula with another party.” A 
denizen of Willie’s apartment house has a veritable 
art gallery in his living area, with special lighting 
“to showcase modern shit that, for all I know, could 
be hanging upside down.” By contrast, the walls of 
Willie’s own apartment “don’t have paintings. Our 
walls need painting.” And no doubt, the author’s 
(and Willie’s) sympathies for the working class, 
especially women, will prove endearing. 

Although it becomes pretty obvious by the half- 
way mark (if not earlier) why Hacker was shot, 
and maybe by whom, Parker Field has so many 
interesting baseball sidebars going on, as well as 
pointed societal critiques, that readers will remain 
entertained. “Suburbanites love to make jokes about 
Richmond’s homeless population,” Willie observes, 
but he knows from stories he’s done over the 
years “that a lot of them are residing in our parks 
because those same suburbs gave them a one-way 
ticket here.” The novel also contains some timely 
comments: The hopeless case who’s arrested for 
Hacker’s shooting is a vet—“definitely a candidate 
for a little post-traumatic stress, and I know how 
diligent the VA has been in getting these guys 
help.” In another observation, Willie compares his 
habit of keeping information to himself until he can 
be sure he’s right to “the way the Koch brothers 
hoard money.” &

How to Properly Plant Flower Pots

There is a style of pots that I 
do not like. They overflow with 
multiple plants, some maybe 
even flowing to the: ground. 
They are usually planted with 
a tall feature and “fillers and 
spillers.” I feel they need a lot 
of careful and knowledgeable 
pruning to keep them from 
looking sloppy. If you like 
these kinds of pots, it’s okay 
with me. I, however, am not 
good at planting them. 

One of my clients had her pots planted in just 
this way. There are so many plants in the pots that 
they are beginning to rot inside the pot and on the 
bottoms of the spillers. Even dew can cause rot at the 
base of the plants. Sometimes a plant will become so 
affected by decay that it must be removed. 

This is my method of maintaining these pots: With

each cleaning, I dive inside the 
plants and remove any decayed 
material and, if necessary, cut 
back the plant to create space 
for air. Many plants, when cut 
back like this, will produce 
new growth from the bottom, 
allowing you to remove older 
growth later. Don’t be afraid 
to reach into the pot and 
thin out that overgrown plant 
or cut back the tall ones. Do 
your pruning with the overall 
shape of the plant material 
in mind. 

Spillers can be pruned to keep 
them from getting thready and 
from growing too long. This

will also cause them to become 
denser, creating new growth and 
freshening the pot. When it becomes too dense, 
larger pieces can be removed to keep it shapely.

Sometimes it just becomes necessary to re-do 
the pot. This. is especially true with those hanging 
baskets that were so beautiful when you bought 
them, but are now looking tired. Our garden centers 
have new baskets! So throw those old ones onto the 
compost pile. Garden centers also have replacement 
plants for your pots. 

I like to plant pots with one large plant, and 
perhaps a smaller one to accent it—I like to pair red 
and orange plants, and pink and orange together. 
Alternatively, plant enough plants of the same variety 
to fill the pot. 

A few of my favorites: Pink dipladenia with pink/ 
orange lantana; Red dipladenia with purple verbena; _ 
Lavender with gravel soil dressing; Russelia; Knock- 
out roses with lantana; Pennisetum Fireworks and 
other decorative grasses; Sedum sieboldii; Agave; 
Hibiscus; and Caladium. 

Several of these need little or no maintenance and 
are drought resistant. 


I like to plant pots with one 

large plant, and perhaps a smaller 
one to accent it. I like to pair 
pink and orange plants together. 


When choosing plants, I also consider the pot, 
its shape and size. I love to plant pots that are 
intrinsically beautiful. The plant and pot should each 
make the other more beautiful. 

This year I planted some wonderfully shaped green 
pots with Nishiki willows in a cluster of greenish/ 
mustard colored pots that were planted with pink 
dipladenia. The green and mustard ones were the 
same tones, and the pink dipladenia accented the 
pink of the willow. I love when this happens! 

Some other ideas: 

A Russellia, St. Elmo’s Fire, with its hanging fronds 
tipped with dozens of small orange flowers and 
new fronds sticking up like cowlicks accented a 
very decorative Victorian urn. And some short, fat, 
lightly decorated terracotta pots got a planting of red 
caladiums specked with white and green base. This is 
a pot for a shady place on a patio. 

I have a large decorative cement urn in my garden 
that was planted many years ago with sedum 
sieboldii. I rarely water it, and it stays in the pot 
throughout the year and looks amazing in summer. 

It’s only mid-summer. Keep your pots fresh with 
replacements, and maybe try some experiments! 
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Home Is Where Your Hamptons Horse Is

or many pet owners, bringing a dog or cat to 

the veterinarian can be a stressful experience. 
Getting the animal in the car, moving through traffic 
and finally making it to an appointment are hassles 
that every owner has gone through. What 
do horse owners do when their animal 
is sick or limping? They can’t throw the 
thousand-pound beast in the backseat and 
head out to the nearest equine clinic, so a 
vet is called to their farm. 

Long Island has several “concierge” 
equine vets, similar to Dr. Hank on Royal 
Pains, who travel from farm to farm to take 
care of their patients. Many of these vets 
are in their car from early in the morning 
to late at night. They may travel as far as 
Connecticut in one day to check on a horse 
at a show, then back to Long Island via the 
ferry to see their regular patients. Their 
ambulatory services are essential to the 
care that their equine patients require. 

A major problem with horses is that they 
cannot throw up—this is just a fact of their 
digestive systems. “Horse colic” simply 
means that they suffer from abdominal pain, 
for myriad reasons. Colic can be caused by 
a change in temperature, switching feed or 
even travel to different shows—so many horses are 
susceptible to an upset stomach. Colic is the number 
one killer of equines, and vets must act quickly in 
order to relieve the pain and clean out the digestive 
system. 

Apart from this problem, horses are similar to 
other pets; anything can happen when an owner 
looks away for a moment. A horse may come in from 


the field with a bee sting close to its eye, causing its 
eyelid to swell and be unable to function for a couple 
of days. In the winter, some horses accidentally 
freeze their tails in their water buckets, breaking 
off the bone. They can get foot-sore too, just from 
working on an ungroomed arena.

Equine vets, like general surgeons, need to retain 
a large amount of knowledge about the symptoms a 
horse might experience, and be able to diagnose the 
large animals quickly and accurately. Dr. Erica Koch, 
a veterinarian who works for Miller and Associates 
(a large and prominent equine veterinary practice), 
works on the East End with some of the most athletic 
horses on the island. She boards her horse at Laurel 


Crown Farms in East Quogue, where she is the 
residing concierge vet while at the same time being 
on call for other local farms. She says, “I really enjoy 
the East End—it’s a beautiful area to work. In my 
time working on the island, | have met some very 
welcoming equestrians and their mounts.” 

Equine veterinarians can also take on 
different specializations, just like human 
doctors. For example, Austin Cohn, of Cohn 
Equine Dental Solutions LLC, is an equine 
dental technician, utilizing ambulatory 
services to meet his clients’ dental needs. 
Dentistry has become a crucial part of equine 
wellness programs, and equine dentists 
often work closely with veterinarians to 
resolve difficult dental issues. Most, if not 
all, of the horses that Cohn cares for are 
ridden, which means that they have a bit 
in their mouth. A bit is the metal piece 
that attaches to reins, allowing riders to 
maneuver their horses around an arena. 
A metal bit can wear on equine teeth, 
E and good dental health is as important for 
g z horses as it is for people. “By travelling to 
§ different farms,” says Cohn, “I’m able to see 
=the environment the horses are living in, 

and as a result, | can help them in a more 
specialized way.” 

Horses are a large investment for their 
owners, and equine vets are key to keeping these 
athletic animals working for a living and fostering 
long-term health. The relationship between the animal 
and doctor is as imperative as medicine itself. 42.
